Have any of them treat- 
ed their Sovereign with Infolence, engrofs'd and fold 
all Her Favours, or deceived Her by bafe, grofs Mil 
reprefentations of Her mott faithful Servants ? Thefe 
are the Arts of a Faition, and whoever has Practis’d 
them, they and their Followers muft take up with 
the Name. 

Ix is ufually reckon'd a Whig Principle to appeal to 
the People; but that is only when they have been fo 
wile asco poifon their Underitandings before-band : 
Will they now ftand to this Appeal, and be decer- 
min’d by their Vox Populi, to which Side their Tirle 
of Faftion belcngs ? And that the People are now left 
to the natural Freedom of their Underftanding and 
Choice, I believe our Adverfaries will hardly deny. 
They will now refufe this Appeal, and it is reafona- 
ble they fhould ; and I will further add, that if our 
People refembled the old Grecians, there might be 
danger in {uch a Tryal. A Pragmatical Orator told 
a great Man at Achens, that whenever the People were 
in their Rage, they would certainly tear him to Pie- 


ces ; yes, fays the other, and they will do the fame 


by you, whenever they ate in their Wits. But God 
be thanked, our Populace is morte merciful in their 
Narure, and at prefent under berrer Direction ; and 
the Orators atnong us have atvernpted to confound 
both Prerogative and Law, in their Sovereign's Prefenge, 
and before the bigheft Court of Fudicature, without 
any Hazard to their Perfons. ‘a
